2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 71 and 80 
have not been rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, 
could be found which disclose or suggest a surgical spinal access system for receiving spinal 
instruments, comprising: an expander has a first portion pivotally connected to a second portion, 
the first and second portions structured to be inserted through the access path and engage the 
inner surface of the distal end of a retractor, where pivoting the first and second portions away 
from each other moves the retractor from the unexpanded to the expanded configuration, and 
wherein the retractor is structured to remain in the expanded configuration when the expander is 
withdrawn from the access path, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set 
forth in claims 71 and 80.
